LAMONT 


Lamont will be the scene of a further civil defence exercise, when the 
Archer Memorial Hospital puts into operation its Hospital Disaster Plan on 
15th May. 


This hospital is one of the older hospitals of the province and has a total 
of 95 beds. It was organized by the Missions Society of the Methodist Church in 
1901. When the United Church was formed it took over the Lamont Hospital, and 
in 1950 it was named the Archer Memorial Hospital in memory of Dr. Archer. 


The main purpose of the Exercise is to test the hospital's plan for the 
reception of injured during an emergency. Simulated casualties will be pre- 
pared at the Lamont High School prior to being transported to the hospital. 


Dr. Morley Young, Senior Medical Officer, and Miss Marie Young, 
Director of Nursing, will be in charge of operations. Miss L, E. Kremer, 
A.C,D.H.Q. Nurse Consultant, has been working closely with the hospital 
authorities in preparation for the Exercise,
